WHBPRHDAS, The Logtalature of Ala 
bama at an extraordinary or apectal 
jession held under proclamation ts 
sued by Governor Willlam W, Bran 
don, which sald Legislature convened 
st the State Capito) on Tuesday, De 
cember 28, 1926, has ordered an elec 
tlon by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain pro 
posed amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, which proposed amend 
ment is herein set forth and hae or 
dered that the election be held upol 
sald proposed amendment to the Con 
stitution of Alabama on Tuesday, the 
12th day of April, 1927; and 

WHIPRWAS, Notice of such election 
logether with the proposed amendment 
is required by law to be given by 
proclamation of the Governor; 

NOW THEREFOR®, I, Bibb Grave: 
Governor of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct and pre 
claim that on Tuesday the 12th day o 
April, 1927, an olection will be held 
at the several polling places within 
the State of Alabama for the vote of 
the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama In the manner and form 
places as required by law, upon the 
following amendment to the Const 
tution of Alabama, viz.: 

ARTICLE XX A. Section 1, The 
State is authorized to engage In the 
onstruction, improvement, repair and 
maintenance of public roads, highways | 
and bridges In the State of Alabama. 
To this end and for this purpose the 
State is authorized to appropriate 
funds, and also to issue and «ell in 
terest-bearing negotiable State bond 
in addition to those already author 
jzed and sold under Article XX, as an 
amendment to the Constitution of 1901, 
in an amount not to exceed the sum 
of twenty-five million dojlara ($25, 
000,000.00); to be issued under euch 
denominations, numbers and series, 
and maturing at sitch times as may 
be provided by law; ell such bonds 
shall bear a rate of interest not 
greater than six { cent per aunum, 
payable semi-annually, and shall be 
sold at a price not iese than the par 
value thereof, The State Highway 
Commission or Highway Department 
ghall locate, construct, and maintain 
highways and State trunk roads so as 
to connect each county seat with the 
county seat of the adjoining county by 
the most direct or feasible route or 
by a permanent road, having due‘ re- 
gard to the publie welfare; and to con 
nect the county seats of the several 
border counties at or near the State 
Mne with a public road in the border 


State. Provided, that in counties, nal 


which are divided into two or more 
judicial divisions in cach of which reg 
ular terms of the circuit court are 
held, the places where said terme of 
court are held, shall likewise be con 
nected with each other. It shall be 
the duty of the Hichway Commission 


! or Highway Department to equitably 


apportion among the several counties 
of the State the expenditure of both 
money and labor and the time or 
times of making such investment. Not 
less than one quarter of a million dol- 
lare of the proceeds of these bonde 
shall be set aside and expended by 
the State Highway Commission in 
each county in the State. To create 
a sinking fund for the prompt and 
faithful payment of the principal and 
the interest on these bonds and for 
the construction, maintenance and im 
provement of such public highways 
roads and bridges, the Legislature 
shall levy an excise tax in addition 
to the levy made February 10, 1923, 
of two cents per gallon upon gasoline 
or any substitute therefor, or an ade 
quate license or excise tax on any 
other motive power used to propel 
auto vehicles.

WORK IN 1927 

Auburn, Ala., Mareh T7— 
Special--Preparatory to getting 
started with their elub  pro- 
jects early, farm boys through 
oul Alabama ane now enrolling 
and organizing their elubs for 
1927, according to reports re- 
ceived from county agents 
by 'T. A. Sims and J. C. Lowery, 
state elub leaders. 

Mareh is the main enroll- 

i month with them; and, 
during this month, thousands 
of Alabama boys will get star- 
ted in elub work for the year, 
Last year the enrollment in 
Alabama was 4961 and the 
club leaders expect a substan- 
tial increase this year. ‘To date 
they have a notice that many 
of the old club boys are enroll- 
ing again and many more are 
starting the first time. 

The most popular club proj- 
ects in Alabama this year will 
be cotton, corn, peanuts, hogs, 
ealf, and poultry. In the 
north Alabama counties a 
smaller number of club boys 
will engage in small demon- 
strations for soil improvements 
and for safe farming. They 
will take two acres, one of 
which will be used for corn 
and peas or soybeans and the 
other for cotton with vetch 
seed planted in the fall. This 
project was started in Franklin 
Morgan, and other counties 
last year and will be extended 
this year. 

In analyzing the results of 
club work in Alabama last 
year, Mr. Sims and Mr, Low- 
ery found that those boys who 
followed instructions made 
money except where some un- 
usal condition arose. In add- 
ition, they learned a lot about 
the crop or livestock project in 
which they were engaged, and 
instruction is regarded as the 
most important feature of club 
work. 

Vhile the boys are enrolling 
nlans will be made to conduct 
the work. This includes plans 
for county camps next summer 
which all club boys will be 
invited to attend. These coun- 
ty camps have become annual 
events for the youngsters and 
they look forward to them 
from one year to another.

VOTE FOR ROADS APRIL 12TH 


“The policy of the Highway Department will be to con- 
nect all main highways, both north and south and east and 
west, that have ake ty been planned, build all necessary 
bridges and connect all county seats by the most feasible routes 
and also connect the Alabama Highway System with all import- 
ant roads from adjoining states." 


This is the brief and positive statement made by Colonel 
Woolsey Finnell, chairman and chief engineer of the State 
Highway Co len, with the approval of Commissioners Law 
and Turner. 


The above is the fixed policy and pledge of the Highway 
Department, depending only on the adoption of the $25,000,- 
000.00 roads bond issue to.be voted on by the people of Ala- 
bama on Tuesday, April | 2th. 


The amendment submitted provides that “‘It shall be the 
duty of the Highway Commission or Highway Lepartment to 
equitably apportion among ‘he several counties of the state the 
expenditure of both money and labor and the time or times for 
making such investment. 


“Not less than one quartes of a million dollars of the pro- 
ceeds of these bonds shall be set aside and expended by. the 
State Highway Commission in each county of the state. 


~ALABAMA NEEDS ROADS 
Every one of the sixty-seven counties will get its share of 
the bond issue money for its highways. 


To carry out its full plans for the construction of the nec- 
egsary roads and bridges to connect up the already planned and 
partially built, the Highway Commission will have the $25,000,- 
000.00 to be voted by the people April 12th and also about 
$6,000,000.00 of Federal Aid money, according to present 
estimates of U. S. Highway authorities. 


Not more than ten per cent of the road work proposed fo: 
the four-year program will be done with convict labor. 


It is the announced policy of the Highway Commission 
to expend the bend issue money for road work to be done 
under contract. 


Three convict road camps will be located in different 
parts of the state, on three different roads. These will be main- 
tained, as far as possible, from the gasoline tax. 


It is the avowed purpose and policy of the Highway Com- 
mission to use the bond issue money only for the construction 
of roads and bridges. 


The roads will be maintained from license tax funds and
